Hastings-Peterborough riding can be 
taken from’ the Tories if. the local Liberal 
Association ‘‘has the will and the desire nd.

Eric Cunningham, Liberal MPP for 
Wentworth North, guest speaker at the 
meeting, said, ‘‘It’s not all that hard”’ to 
win a riding that has voted for the 
opposition for many years.

You can run eight or 10 or 12 small 
campaigns in each little area and make 
sure you win every one of them.”’ 

Mr. Cunningham, who was elected to 
the legislature in 1975 and re-elected in 


_1977, urged the association members not to 


write off any area or any voter. 

“In my riding, we don’t write anywhere 
off, we don’t write any voter off, we don't 
make any presumptions, we visit every- 
body, we make sure everybody gets 
literature, we make sure we drag every 


Liberal out to the polls, even if it’s three - 


minutes to eight. And the one thing \we 
don’t do is we don't take anything for 
granted.” 

Often it may take some time before the 
ruling member 1s overturned, the MPP 
said, but he reminded the audience, that 
John Diefenbaker had lost in his own riding 
seven or eight times before being elected.

Mr. Walter Cromwell, who has settled in 
the Madoc area, and made it his home, has 
developed a hobby that he started when he 
was 13 yéars old and fashioned it into an 
interesting and profitable business. Mr. 

Cromwell began making model airplanes at 

the age of 13 and is presently 
self-employed * doing almost the same 
thing. When Mr. Cromwell was younger, 
he made the models out of plastic; now he 
handcarves them out of wood. | 

Mr. Cromwell was a member of*the 
Metro lpia force for 11 years before he 
decided to change the direction of his life. 
The decision to leave the force was 4a 
difficult one for him to make, sp the 
Cromwells (Mr., Mrs. and Junior) decided 
to take some time off to try and adjust to 
civilian’ life again and also to attempt to 
decide his own future instead of letting 
sameone else make the decision for him. 
The family packed everything into their car 
and a trailer and left for a six month tour of 
the United States and Canada. 

When they reached the Pacific Ocean 
they were in British Columbia and they 
seriously considered making this province 
their new home. After much deliberation, 
the family decided to come back to Ontario 
and settle in a small community to raise 
their family. Mr. Cromwell had lived in the 
Trenton area before, and like it, so they 
decided to return there and see what, they 
could find in the line of property and 
opportunity. Eventually they ended up 
camping in the KOA campin grounds 
west of Madoc and fanning out Pon there 
to look for a suitable place to settle. 

Mrs. Cromwell happened to be driving 
the back roads one day, when she stumbled 
on the house that was once owned by Mr. 
Frank Palmer and fell in love with it. She 
hurried back to get her husband and tell 
him that she had found the house that they 
were looking for. Upon seeing the 
property, Mr. Cromwell said, ‘‘you’ve got 
to be kidding. Do you have any idea how 
hard it will be to get in and out of there 
during the winter?’’. 

Further investigation soon convinced 
him that the road“was snowploughed often 
in the winter, so getting in and out was not 
a major problem most of the time. After 
this objection was removed, Mr. Cromwell 

quickly began to see that the house was 
ideal for their planned future so they 
proceeded to buy it and they moved into 
the house in Sept. of '76. 

Walter Cromwell first made a wooden 
model plane im 1975, but he gave it away 
when a friend asked him for it. As time 
went on, people told him that he should 
make them and sell them, which gave him 
the idea to go into business for himself. It 
wasn’t until after they moved into the 
Palmer place that he began to make the 
models full time. One of the major reasons 
they decided to live in Madoc, was its 
proximity to Toronto and Ottawa. These 
two cities have become his primary 
markets, although he does sell aircraft all 
over the world. 

Building miniature airplanes has been 
no great problem for Walter once he solved 
the initial and most important problem of 
finding the ideal wood for his models. He 
needed something that was light and easy 
to carve as well as inexpensive and 
absorbant. Balsa wood solved all of these 
problems for him as well. as being readily 
available. His normal model is built to a 
scale of one-48th, which normally gives 
a model size of approximately 18” in 
length. The wood for each model only coSts 
about $3, but the time involved makes the 
models worth $50 or $60. 

Mr. Cromwell will start a model around 
8:00 or 9:00 a.m. and will be finished 
around 12 to 14 hours later, depending on 
how much detail the chent wants in his 
model. a 

The first decision to be made for each 
model is the scale and size required. He 
uses an overhead projector to enlarge the 
drawings and draw new templates to 
transcribe the shapes on the wood. He then 
uses a jigsqaw to cut out the fuselage, 
while the other pieces are cut with various 
wood carving tools and knives. Now comes 
the delicate and very precise work of 
carving and sanding each individual piece 
into its proper shape. The next step is also 
very important - the making of invisible 
joints and gluing of the various pieces of 
aircraft. The joints must be tight with no 
glue showing on any part of the aircraft or 
it will show up when the staining process

begins. Balsa wood is so absorbent that 
two or three coats of liquid plastic are 
needed to give thé proper finish. The struts 
are then applied and the model is then 
mouftted on whatever type of plaque the 
client has chosen; a desk mount, wall 
mount or ceiling mounted plaques. 

Walter Cromwell’s first objective was to 
make a living with his models. He based 
his business on people who fly and want a 
model of the aircraft that they fly or, ‘‘the 
man that has everything’’. He would like to 
get a commission: to do an aeronautical 
display for a museum and if he has-not 
obtained this objective in five years, he 
may try something else. “By carving in 
wood, you turn an innate technical object 
into a form of art. Natural wood appeals to 
people in a way that plastics and other 

synthetics cannot possibly.”’ 

- "His main markets are the Toronto, 
Niagara and Ottawa regions, but he does 
hope to start getting more business in this 
area. Last year he had a booth at the CNE, 
and he is still trying to complete the orders 
he received there. Because of this back-log 
of orders, Mr. Cromwell likes to receive the 
orders so that he has approximately three 
months to complete the model. ‘‘Most of 
my orders are already on a priority basis, 
so it is very hard to just fit an order into an 
already full schedule,’’ says Mr. Cromwell. 
He is also planning on going to Oshkosh in 
Wisconsin this year, and expects to pick up 
many more orders there.

He or she 
knows that resource materials exist, but 
where to find them without starting from 
rca on the first page of the telephone 
Solution: Call 963-1111 or drop in at the 
Consumer Information.Centre which was 
officially opened today at 555 Yonge Street 
by.Larry Grossman, minister of consumer 
and commercial relations. ; 
The centre.is designed to be a clearing 
house for the most comprehensive 
collection of consumer information in the 
province. A major part of the ministry’s 
education program, it will offer a wide 
range of services to consumers, educators 
and members of the business community. 
“It’s a dynamic and innovative con- 
cept,” said Mr. Grossman. The centre’s 
outreach program will ensure that. all 
Ontarians, whether they live in Atikokan 
or Acton, will have access to the facts they 
need to cope in today’s marketplace.” 
Representatives of business and con- 
sumers he participated in the official 
opening of the centre. Barbara Shand, 
Ontario president of the Consumers’ 
Association of Canada and John Cranford, 
director of communications for the 
Insurance Bureau of Canada, emphasized 
the importance of the facility to Ontario 
residents. 


“Your presence here today is indicative - 


of the strengthening bonds of co-operation 
between this ministry and the private 
sector,’’ said Mr. Grossman in welcoming 
Mrs: Shand and Mr. Cranford. ‘Through 
your support and that of the man other 
organizations represented here y, the 
Consumer Information Centre will indeed 
become a firm foundation upon which the 
citizens of Ontario can depend.” 

First mentioned in the Throne s h as 
part of the Ontario government's major 
educational thrust, the centre will offer 
four major functions: a public inquiry 
service, a bank of resource material, a 
previewing system for educators and a 
consultation service for professionals in 
related fields. 

The inquiry service will provide English 
and French-speaking Ontarians with 
advice and assistance on a full range of 
consumer topics. Even before the official 


opening, an toy of 200 letters a week 


have been pouring in, with questions about 
credit cards, car repairs, contract 
subpets and other ministry related 
subjects. 

“So far we've had inquiries in six 
languages and we're doing our best to 
answer all promptly,” said Bev Tyson, the 
ministry's assistanct director of com- 
munications for consumer education. 

Mrs. Tyson said that ‘‘the ‘one-window’ 
philosophy where consumers need dial 
only our number, 963-1111, for information 
on any consumer topic, means less 
frustration and greater efficiency for the 


puolic.”’ 

The centre will act as a clearing house 
for consumer resource materials which 
include not only product test results, 
government reports and a large collection 
of books and periodicals about a wide 
range of consumer topics but also films, 
slides, simulation games and course 
planning guides for all age groups. 

To permit previewing, resource mater- 
ials will be available by mail to consumer 
educators. This will allow teachers to 
examine the books and films rather than 
purchasing them unseen from the distrib- 
utor. 

As part of an “‘outreach’’ program to 
provide specialized consumer help in all 
areas of the province, the centre will 
provide a consulation seryice to com- 
munity groups, social service agencies 
and educators. Assistance may take the 
form of designing programs to serve the 
needs of low-income or handicapped 
proeple or providing resource people or 
materials for specific community projects 
or developing effective workshops and 
seminars. 

‘In reality, the centre is a transmitting 
station to a network of centres and services 
across the province,’ Mr. Grossman said. 

“We're attempting to be as flexible as 
possible in this area,’’ said Mrs. Tyson. “Tf 
an association identifies a need, we’ll do 
what we.can to help. Our first priority is to 
provide help to those who are in some way 
disadvantaged - whether by geography, 
income, age or language.”

_ Researchers reviewed all causes of death 
appearing in the International Classifica- 
tion of Diseases to determine those causes 
related to specific risk factors. For each 
cause, all available epidemiological data 
were used to derive the attributable 
percentages corresponding to smoking. 

Out of a total of 73,440 deaths studied, 
between ages one and 70, the 8,718 
attributable to smoking represent 105,085 

potential years of life lost. Calculating the ~ 
potential years of life lost consists of a 
summation over all age-groups between 
one and 70, of the number of deaths at a 
specific age multiplied by the remaining 
years of life up to age 70. For example, a 
death at age 30 from a particular cause 
contributes 40 years to the total potential 
years of life ‘lost due to that cause. 

Citing the economic costs of smoking in 
terms of health care and potential years of 
life lost, the Minister suggested that more 
government action to discourage smoking, 
such as recently-adopted municipal anti- 
smoking bylaws, may be needed.

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Special Committee 
Studied Asbestos 


An 11 member committee of government 
and university scientists has published a 
recommended procedure for the measure- 
ment of waterborne asbestos. 

The Committee. representing the 


Ministry of the Environment, the Ontario - 


Research Foundation, Health and Welfare 
Canada, Environment Canada, and Mc- 
Master and Lakehead Universities, was 
established in 1976 by the Ministry to help 
settle difficulties arising from the use of 
different faboratory procedures. 

‘Until now ther has been no 
widely-agreed-upon methodology for as-/ 
bestos levels in the aquatic environment, ” 
said Gerry Ronan,. director of the 
Ministry's laboratory services branch. 
‘This has led to considerable confusion as 
different environmental labs would report 
widely varying levels of asbestos in the 
same study. areas.” 


Committee chairman, Art Rayner, of the 
Ministry of the Environment said a similar 
analytical procedure has also recently been 
proposed by the Environmental Protection 
Agency in the United States where, like 
Canada, the impact of waterborne asbestos 
is being closely studied. The new method is 
currently being used in a survey of 
asbestos in Ontario water supplies. 

At presdnt, asbestos level guidelines 
apply only to air. 

The Committee report, ‘An Interim 


Method for the Determination of Asbestos 


Fibre Concentrations in Water by 
Transmission Electron Microscopy’ out- 
lines sample preparation and the criteria 
used for fibre enumeration and identifica- 
tion by electron microscopy. 

A second Committee report on optimum 
methodology for measuring levels of 
asbestos in air is expected later this year

Inflation and unemployment are two of | 
the main problems today making it difficult 
for people to keep a roof over their head. 
This is one of the main problems faced by 
the Landlord and Tenant Advisory Bureau. 

The Bureau receives 200-300 calls a 
month. Fifty per cent deal with tenants 
unable to pay their rent. 

The landlord usually tries to evict the’ 
tenant. : 

Often neither the tenant or the landlord 
are aware of their legal responsibilities and 
obligations. 

Only a court can evict a tenant. 

The landlord must file a twenty day 
termination of tenancy notice (which must 
be in writing), and a Notice of Motion 
before a court will act. The landlord’ cannot 
seize the tenants furniture, cut off heat and 
hydro or change the locks. Those actions 
a illegal under the Landlord and Tenant © 


ct. 

If the tenant is on welfare or 
unemployment it is difficult for the 
land-lord to collect arrears in rent. The 
landlord often has to wait until the tenant is 
fully employed before he can collect. 

Vacating- For a monthly tenancy a 
tenant must give, in writing, sixty days 
notice, before vacating. Tenants who 
abandon the premises can be _ held 
responsible for a possible sixty days. The

Children are always interested in 
weather. Encourage investigation. Ob- 
serve snowflake patterns, lightness and, 
heaviness of snow, the effects of bringing 
snow in the house, breathing on the 
window, watch the thermometér as you 
bring it inside and place it in the sun.

The creak of leather harness and the 
shouts of “gee” and “haw” ringing out in 
the clear winter air have become familiar 
sounds to the 20-odd men working for the 
Ministryyof Natural Resources under the 
A.R.D.A. stand improvement program in 
the vast forest area south of Vennachar. 
These men working side by side with three 
teams of horses are conducting logyine 
operations in much the same manner as 
was done in our grandfather's time. 

A.R.D.A., which is the abbreviated form 
for Agricultural Rehabilitation and Devel- 
opment Act, is a joint agreement between 
the yovernments of Canada and the 
Province of Ontario to undertake programs 
and projects for the more effective use of 
lands; for the conservation and develop- 
ment of new opportunities for increased 
income and employment, and for improve- 
ing standards of living for rural people. 

This year the: Ministry. in Tweed has 
received. a total budget of $80,000 to 
conduct A.R.D.A. stand) improvement 
projects in the Tweed District. There are 
four such projects tn operation at this time- 
employing a total of 37 men; one project in 
Grimsthorpe Township east of Gilmour, 
another in South Canonto. Fownship north 
of Ompah and two projects in Abinge 
Township south of Vennachar. The projects 
areas all have one thing in common. Past 
logging operations have left defective and 
low value trees and species such as poplar, 
white and red pine, hard maple, basswood, 
yellow birch and oak. This has resulted tn 
poor quality stands today because the old 
trees left behind have hindered and 
interfered. with the growth and develop: 
ment of new trees. 

Under the A.R.D.A. provram, this 
Ministry is able to conduct non-commercial 
logging operations in these areas to 
harvest these defective and low value 
species and bring them to market. At the 
same time growing conditions are much 
improved for the remaining good quality 
trees which will result ima first class high ¢ 
value timber stand in the future. 

In the Vennachar area projects, horse 
teams are being used to ‘skid’ the logs 
from the stump to the roadside to prevent 
logging damage to the young trees already 
established. At the roadside the logs are 
‘bucked’ or cut into proper lengths: for 
sawlogs and pulpwood. Men using “cant 
hooks’ and “‘pulp hooks’” separate and 
pile the products on ‘'skidways” 

It is expected that the four projects will 
produce a total of 120,.000- foot board 
measure of hardwood sawlogs and over SOO 
standard cords of hardwood. pulpwood. 
This wood will be sold at the roadside by 
public tender at the termination of the 
projects in’ February

The student competes with 
himself. No longer is he constantly meeting 
failure. There is less frustration. He has a 
feeling of self worth. School is now 
enjoyable. Because of increased interest, 
the possibility of being a drop out is 
limited. Attending a secondary school now 


_becomes a reality, not just for his-her 
brother or sister. With emphasis on skills, 


technical areas can be pursued. 

In many instances, placement in a 
special program is short-term. It allows the 
individual to get a “‘second breath, to 
‘trefuel’’, to complete the journey down 
life’s highway. We have proof of this in 
Centre Hastings A.S.G. Students have 
returned to their own regular school and 
class from the social adjustment class. 
Students have gone on the secondary 


school from special education programs 


and completed may credits. Students have’ 


transferred from a class for trainable 
retarded children to regular elementary or 
secondary school. 
Special programs do cost more money. 
With declining enrolments, changes in 
grant structures, and inflation, what will 
happen to’,our special programs for 
exceptional students? Will they receive top 
priority? Extra money spent in diagnosing 
and implementing programs at an early 
age will mean a dollar savings in the long 
run. There will be fewer drop-outs, less 
welfare assistance, less unemployment 
insurance and more contributions to 


society. 


As educators we must strive to maintain 
and improve our special education 
programs. 

As parents we must accept the diagnosis 
of the professionals and think of our son’s- 
daughter’s future,

Cordova Mines — 
Comes ToLife

There is something happening every 
day in Cordova Mines! This little hamlet of 
300 ‘inhabitants situated on the north 
country road halfway between Havelock 
and Marmora, is growing fast, not just in 
population but in ways that make a 
community a good place in which to live 
and grow up. 

About 50 years ago this was a thriving 
gold-mining centre, but when the gold ran 
out the village subsided into a sleepy 
hamlet of two general stores, two churches 
and a school. Finally, only one general 
store remained and the school closed when 
the children’ were taken by bus to 


* Marmora, Norwood and Havelock. Most of 


the residents obtained jobs in surrounding 
mines. An attempt was made to give the 
young people a rink but through lack of 
volunteer help the ice surface and fencing 
became dilapidated and the lighting was 
condemned by the Hydro. 

Then three years ago a new spirit took 
hold of the community. This was partly 
because a young Toronto couple, Bob and 
Judith Carrick, purchased the store and 
moved in to the living quarters. They 
looked across the road at a brand-new fire 
hall the Belmont-Methuen township had 
just erected. Staffed by volunteers, now 
headed by Fire Chief Junior Yeomans, one 
of three fire phones was placed on call at all 
times. The fire hall was something to feel 
proud of, but there beside it was the 
disreputable area intended to serve for 
recreation. The Carricks wondered with 
other Cordovans if something more could 
be done. So the recreation club 
re-organized with the help of Shirley 
Pressick, Teresa Seaboyer and Don Bowen, 
and undaunted by the size of their 
community they began some ambitious 
money-raising schemes. There was a 
walkathon - eight miles along the North 
Marmora road - dances, bake sales, quilt 
raffles and an auction. Amazingly, they 
managed to bring in about $1000. With 
this proof of village support they were able 
to talk the township into providing an 
additional $500, and this again embolden- 
ed them to seek and obtain a Wintario 
grant of $2075. 

The rink was built and a recreation park 
was assured. An Experience 77 gang of 
young workers under the Crowe Valley 
Conservation Authority cleared a park site 
beside the rink, built and painted fences, 
cleared the land, and erected a handsome, 
rustic Cordova Park sign. The township 
installed new lights and provided free 
power from the new fire hall. 
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The village was now bursting with pride 
in their new facilities and where it was once 
difficult to obtain volunteer workers, now 
the “whole community responded with 
offers of help for such chores as flooding 
the rink and contributing to the numerous 
events always in the works. Of course, the 
young pore were happy. This winter 
about 25 teenagers and scores of younger 
children played hockey and skated every 
day and every night. During the summer, 
the rink area will be used for baseball. 

But the drive for a bigger and better 
Cordova has not stopped there. More 
fund-raising dances are continually’ being 
held and not all to go for recreation. In 
August of last year $700 was raised for 
neighbour Leonard Carman who suffered 
the loss of his home by fire. An annual 
clean-up day has been started as a 
fun-chore for the young, the first drive 
netting three trucks full of garbage ,from 
the roadside through Cordova. This winter. 
playground equipment was. purchased for 
installation next summer. 


Then there was the high spot of the 
season, one of the best Santa Claus 
parades of the region. Cecil Weber played 
Santa since he had purchased a suit on his 
own the previous year and had called on all 
the children Christmas Eve. He was 
enthroned on a lawn chair on the back of 
Percy Ellis’ truck. The Johanssons from 
the suburbs of Vansickle decorated their 
old army truck and labelled it the Vansickle , 
Express; floats were provided by the 
Springbrook IOOF lodge. Crowe Valley 
Conservation Authority and Mac’s Milk of 
Marmora; Carman Hamilton drove his 
team with a wagon load of children; Bill 
Fluke paraded his cart-pulling dog Barney, 
Ray Caverley pulled the tiny trailer behind 
his garden tractor and Teresa Seaboyer, 
Eric Seaboyer, John McGregor and Brenda 
Bowen made splendid clowns along with a 
group from Marmora. All this was led by 
the shiny new Cordova fire truck and the 
100 children who watched were enchanted. 

The latest event took place Sun., Feb. 26 
when the women of the village provided 
chili, hot dogs and hot chocolate at the end 
of a day's fun of ice skating and a hayride 
with Harold Carman’s team. 

The community is now looking ahead to 
an even grander project than their past suc 
cess. Recreation club president Don Bowen 
has high hopes they will proceed soon with 
plans for a new community. centre. 
Discussions. are’ underway concerning 
available land. 

No doubt about it, Cordova Mines. is a 
great place to live.

advanced to Nelson Street, Prince Albert 
and Madawaska.

On Wednesday March | two members of 
the Crowe Valley Conservation Authority 
Havelock office prepared to spend all day 
in the important work of snow measuring. 
Mrs. Mary Provost Secretary treasurer and > 
Mr. Randy Vilneff, resource technician left 
Havelock at 9 a.m. equipped with snow 
shdes, skis and a piece of equipment called 
a mount rose snow measuring tube. 
,The snow sampling is carried out by 
teams of conservation.authority workers all 
winter long, in three areas of the Crowe 
watershed. The information collected from 
this testing is recorded and sent to the 
Conservation Authority branch of the 
Ministry of Natural Resources in Toronto. 
When it is received there it is used by the 
hydrometeorologists to gage the spring run 

's in different areas. Flooding cannot be 
. prevented because of the vagaries of the 
‘weather but the careful studying of the 
depth and weight of the snow can help 
them predict danger areas and prepare 
that town or municipality in advance. 

The first stop for the Havelock team-was 
just outside Coe Hill. The field picked for 
testing must be carefully chosen. It must 
not be too windswept and not too protected 
such as in the lee of a large hill or a dense 
growth of trees. Either of these could 
contribute to.a false reading. After the 
land owners permission 1s obtained the 
team will visit the particular field every two 
weeks- usually at the beginning and the 
middle of each month. Tests are taken in 
ten different spots in the field. “The 
testing tube is inserted until the ground is 
reached. A small amount of dirt at the end 
of the tube is advisable so that you know 
that you have the complete depth,” said 
Mr. Vineff, ‘*‘The whole thing is then 
weighed on a special scale. This gives us 
an idea of the water content which can vary 
each testing even. though they are only 100

Forty New Jobs 
In Trenton 


CFB Trenton ....... Installation of new 
radar facilities at CFB Trenton will create 
40 new jobs at the air base when the 12 
million dollar project is completed in 1980. 
The new facilities will make Trenton one of 
the most modern airports in the world and 
provide a level of air traffic control that is 
available at only a few other airports in 
Canada. CFB Trenton presently handles 
more than 60,000 aircraft movements a 
year, mainly heavy transports and

The installation will include a precision 
approach radar, and instrument flying 
range control centre, a training and 
support centre, a surveillance radar 
antennae and building, a radar test site, 
and a precision radar training centre. The 
precision radar will be operational by 
August, 1978 with the remainder of the 
installations being completed by July 1980. 

The additional 40 staff will be required to 
operate the new facilities and provide the 
necessary instructional staff for the 
training centre which will instruct up to 48 
students at a time who will operate similar 
installations at other military bases in 
Canada.

The second stop was at Cardiff where the 
team donned snow shoes* and skis and 
repeated the whdle process. Ona third and 
final stop on the property belonging to Mr. 
Walter Van Steenburg it was impossible to 
get any readings. ‘Sometimes this 
happens. The ice builds up early and there 
is no way to get the testing tube through 
this barrier. This happened the last time 


we were here too’’ said Mrs. Provost. This 


fact must also be recorded. 

According to Mr. Dennis Murray 
Resourees Manager. although the amount 
of water content in the snow is up this year * 
an average of 6.2 ounces instead of the: 
usual 4.2 ounces: the evaporation process 
voing on nw is reducing the potential of 
flooding this spring. although a heavy and 
prolonged rainfall would change things. 
Mr. Murray stated that the average depth 
at the Cardiff location was 24.75 inches and 
the average weight was 6,2 ounces. 

Ten inches of snow usually means one 
inch of water but water content 1s close to 
twice normal this vear because of the 
wether. We had snow, then rain and 
niclting. then snow again which caused a 
double laver of ice. Which, in some places it 
is impossible to penetrate. The accumula- 
tion of snow is up this year but because of 
there being little or no frost in the ground 
much of the run off will be absorbed and 
become ground water. The, Marmora Dam 
flow is decreasing-and the resevoirs are at 
their normal winter holding level. 
Wednesday turned out’ to be one of the 
nicest days of the winter weather-wise but 
it is not always that way. Many testings 
had to be done during blizzards this year 
but it is all part of the job done by the 
authority. f

-Snowmobilers Miss Winter 


By JEANNETTE MOORE 
For the last week or two, flocks of 
chubby redpolls have been pecking at the 
bits of suntlower seed scattered ‘Leneath 
my bird feeder gathering the remains of 
many a winter bird feast. When the 
redpolls appear it seems a sure sign the 


back of winter is broken and spring is on its 


way. . 

It is only natural to look forward to the 
pleasures of summer, but there are many 
like myself, especially in these rural areas, 
who will also have regrets that another 


winter is nearly over. I know that to many 


people that will hardly seem credible, and 
when I lived in Toronto I, too, was among 
those who wrote winter off as an evil to be 
endured with stoicism if not indifference. 
However, I have since learned that winter 
can truly be enjoyed if you join forces with 
it. The instrument that provided the means 
to such enjoyment for me. has been the 
much-maligned snowmobile. 

We have heard much more criticism than 
praise of this machine, and so I feel | 
should speak out positively on its behalf, 
seeing that it has brought myself and 
others so much pleasure. 

It is a noisy contraption, no doubt about 
it, and the snowmobiler who has to endure 
the racket close up is the first to admit it. 
But most of the derogatory comment we 
hear is a misconception. For instance, it is 
false to believe that mad fiends on 
snowmobiles spend the winter flying 
around the country pursuing deer and 
other wild creatures. No matter what the 
intent or temperament of a snowmobiler, 
even if he desired to barrel through the 
woods in mad abandon, he could not do so. 
Anyone who has travelled the bush on 
snowmobile can.tell you he is not about to 
move off the beaten trail in pursuit of 
animals or anything else moving or 
stationary. We. snowmobilers. have all 
learned, usually in one short\ lesson, that 
one step right or left off the track can bury 
you helplessly in snow up to the armpits, 
and even more helpless than a human 
being in deep snow is a snowmobile. ~it 
cannot extricate itself once trapped and we 
who have had to free them ting that a 
heart attack seems very close when you are 
struggling with a bogged-down machine 
and all the while inside your helmet you 
hear the throbbing of heated blood 
coursing through your temples. But even 
without the deep snow, how are you going 
to get past all those trees which nature was 
so uncooperative as to plant in uneven 
rows? It is difficult enough to escape the 
bush along the trail that seems bent on 
grabbing you as you pass. If you value your 
thousand dollar machine you don’t care to 
wrap it around a hardwood. 

Nor is the real appeal of the snowmobile 
for most people the thrill of seeing how fast 


they can go, nor the feel of the wind in the 
face and the zest of a dash along a 


_snow-covered lake - although there is 


excitement there too. That is fun. But the 
real attraction for most of those I know is 
not in the thrill, nor, for the mechanically 
minded, in the challenge of keeping a 
snowmobile running, which admittedly 
takes an awful lot of doing. The true 
essence and value of Bombardier’s 
invention lies in its ability to permit people 
to go in winter where they formerly could 
not travel even in summer, and to enjoy the 
out-of-doors and see country seldom 
encountered by human beings since the 
days the Indians scouted the territory on 
foot. 

To travel around in zero weather 
requires the type of clothing recommended 
for a spaceman on the moon, but let’s face 
it - the Canadian winter does not provide 
an environment hospitable to a human 
being. We sometimes forget that our 
winters can be deadly if not treated with 
respect. To survive at all we must live 
isolated in heated capsules of homes and 
when we venture outside we must wear 
sufficient layers of insulation to keep from 
freezing. In spite of this, it is possible to be 
comfortable all day even in sub-zero 
weather if we dress properly. After all, 
even summer’s pleasures have lots of 
drawbacks. When a group of us go off on a 
line of roaring snowmobiles through the 
snowy woods to an isolated lake or 
clearing, when we turn off the engines and 
absorb the sudden silence, we can 
breathe in the clean, icy air, set about 
gathering wood, and build a roaring fire 
upon which to roast our wieners or 
whatnot, and enjoy a picnic without ants, 
mosquitoes, flies or sunburn. We won't 
mention the insignificant difficulty of 
eating hot dogs without devouring a bit of 
mitten as well. 

Those who do not snowmobile should ask 
the enthusiast what he sees on his day’s 
trip. | have never heard this discussed 
much since it is probably taken for granted 
that everyone has been there, seen and 
enjoyed. You who sit at home may think 
you have travelled about the countryside in 
summer by car and know your hometown 
area well, but you do not know it in the 
same way nor as realistically as those who 
travel the bush trails. Lake after lake and 
swamp after swamp lie beyond each rocky 
crossing of-land just behind your paved 
main street - miles of wooded areas that all 
summer long know only the silence of 
green growing things and the busy life of 
those creatures born to the swamp. How 
many times | haye stopped on some lonely 
frozen pond and let the craggy rocks and 
glistening evergreens ringing the area tell 
me, as | sat amongst the brown bulrushes, 
of what takes place there in summer when 


the swamp life awakens and _ thrives 
unknown and uncaring of man’s frantic life 
a few miles away. ‘ 

We snowmobilers also encounter his- 
tory. At any time in one’s travels in 
the woods one may come suddenly upon a 
clearing with the dilapidated remains of an 
old log building testimony to the struggles, 
hopes, joys and sorrows of some pioneer 
family. The hand-hewn logs, tediously 
formed window frames, and fallen roof 
testify to the lives of those who dreamed of 
carving a home and future out of the woods 
- those who must have lived in’ lonely 
isolation a hundred or so years ago and 
then died or moved on, overcome by the 
rigors of the struggle. Of course, many an 
irreverent snowmobiler looks upon such 
memorabilia as just another outdoor privy 
set up for his convenience, and I have often 
gone along with those sentiments. After 


all, you travel in mixed groups and are © 


happy to have man-made facilities made 
available. Trees do not offer the same 
privacy. 

Again, for some, the thrill of the 
snowmobile is in attempting difficult paths 
through difficult terrain. For them 
achievement is the goal and the reward at 
the end is relaxation in front of the fire with 
a good drink in hand and a chance to talk 
with fellow snowmobilers of the skill it took 
to achieve the day's run. We certainly do 
encounter obstacles - creeks, precipices, 
trees, - you name it. Like the group of six I 
joined to run the Feb. 13th Marmora 
snowmobile rally in reverse. Going 
backwards along the trail made it a bit 
difficult to follow the arrows, and so at one 
point we continued along a power line 
when we should have turned off. Suddenly 
we came upon a precipice of about 90 
degrees. 

Three men and three women considered 
the grade and the females decided to let 
the males assert their superiority and 
navigate all the machines down the course 
while they themselves rode it cool and 
slid down on the seats of their snowmobile 
suits. : 

Such obstacles add a thrill to the day’s 
run. When we sat that night before the 
usual fire recounting our adventures, all 
admitted that the high point of the day's 
run was the challenge of the precipice. Risk 
seems to be an important part of 
enjoyment, perhaps because we lack 
sufficient challenge in our everyday lives. 

So I'll welcome spring along with those 
who early chickened out and went to 
Florida for the winter, - Canadians like the 
Canada goose, robins and others. But 
along with the chickadees who enjoy the 
cold I say, it's been a rough winter but a 
great one.

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New Legislation 


Intro 


Legislation to establish a program giving 
income tax credits to employers who hire 
people additional to a normal staff needs 
was introduced in the Commons today by 
Finance Minister’ Jean Chretien. 

Mr. Chretien’ said in a statement the 
Employment Tax Credit Program is 


expected to cost the government about - 


$100 million a year in tax revenue. Target 
for the plan is up to 50,000 new jobs during 
the first year. 

The program is planned to run for two 
years and to start March 31, 1978. 

The incdme tax credit -- a deduction from 
tax owing -- will be up to $2 an hour per 
new employee. The jobs created must be/ 
full time and last for at least three months. 
The credit .will cover:a maximum of 40 
hours a week for a period of up to nine 
months. ; 

Persons hired must be referred to the 
employer by a Canada Employment Centre 
where all referrals will go to persons who 
have been out of work for eight weeks or 
more. 

‘The basic purpose of the employment 
tax credit is to encourage employers to hire 
additional workers and thus contribute to 
the reduction of unemployment,’’ Mr. 
Chretien said. 

The minister said the. experimental 
program was designed to obtain the- 
maximum number of new jobs within the 
private sector with a minimum of red tape 


duced | 


and expense. It also provided a way “‘to 
stimulate employment without a further 
escalation of inflation.” 

In order to aim the program where it is — 
needed most, the maximum $2 hourly 
credit will apply only in areas of high 
unemployment -- those areas that now 
qualify for the maximum 10 per cent rate 
under the Investment Tax Credit Program 
which was expended last year to encourage 
the development of industry. The job credit 
will be $1. #5 an hour where the investment 
tax credit i¢-7!4’per cent and $1.50 an hour 
in all other areas. 

This means that the $2 rate will cover 


new jobs in the Atlantic Provinces and the 


Gaspe area of Quebec. The $1.75 rate will 
apply to designated areas of Quebec, 
40-hour week tor a nine-month tax credit 
period applicable to each job. It is hoped 
that most of the people hired will be 
retained after the end of the subsidy. 
The tax credit can be used to offset 
federal income tax liabilities for the 
taxation year in which the credit was 
earned or, if not required, carried forward 
for up to five years against future federal 
income tax liabilities. The credit will count 
as taxable income and thus will be of the 
greatest benefit to small companies that _ 
pay lower corporate tax rates than major 
firms

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More pressure to bring recreational land 
under more stringent land-use controls is 
one of thé main features of a report issued 
on the Rideau-Trent Severn waterways 
system. 

The report- entitled CORTS (Canada- 
Ontario: RideAu-Trent-Severn) Land Use 
Cuidelines asks for a— moratorium on 


dredging and filling operations in- 


wetlands. more aesthetic control in 
developmént. the retention of more open 
space and a number of other recommenda- 
tions. 

In a second part it outlines specific area 
ldnd uses for the five different regions it 
includes; under this scheme CORTS cals 
for high intensity recreational development 
in the Quinte area, while the Trent area 
will be limited to ‘“‘the traditional 
recreation market of fishing and low 
density cottaging.”’ 

GENERAL RECOMMENDATIONS 

Specifically the report makes ten 
recommendations. 
1, Dredging and filling operations in 
wetlind areas should be prohibited. As 
prime shoreline land gets developed, this 
land becomes more and more attractive; 
Hut these, areas have a high ecological 
importance; they are spawning areas for 
fish. wildlife habitats and scenic shore 
arews. Development can also interfere with 
plant processes which control nutrification 
levels in the lake.

Be Careful With Auto Buys 


Recently the Centre was appraised of a 
situation where a client had made an offer 
to purchase a pick-up. 

fter the initial dickering that character- 
izes most automobile purchases, a figure of 
$600 was agreed upon. A deposit was paid 
with the balance being paid the next day. 


The offer to purchase was signed by the. 


purchaser and the salesman. 

However, the space on the form for the 
signature of the vendor was not. After 
accepting the balance of the money the 
salesman then said the price had goné up 
by $300 to $900. 

There was an adamant refusal on the 
part of the vendor to either honour the 


original agreement or to return monies 
paid. 


Watch “Best Before” Dates 


The following is taken from the 
‘‘Consumer Aware Bulletin’’ issued by 
Consumer and Corporate Affairs: 
‘*BEST BEFORE’’ DATE ON FOODS 

Many pre-packaged food sold at the 
retail level having a durable life of 90 days 
or less, are required to show a ‘‘Durable 
Life Date’’ on them. 

Look for the date marking on such items 
as milk, cream, eggs, bread, yogurt, 
vacumm-packed sandwich meat..The term 
‘best before’’ must appear in both official 
languages with the durable life date, 
unless the manufacturer explains the 
significance of the date elsewhere on the 
label. 

The ‘‘month’’ when abbreviated on the 
label, must be as follows for use in both 
official languages: JA January, FE 
February, MR March, AL April, MA May, 
JN June, JL July, AU August, SE 
September, OC October, NO November, 
DE December. 

Instructions for the proper storage of the 
pre-packages product are: required to 
appear on the label if the product needs 
special storage conditions. 

Fresh meat, fish, and poultry packaged 
at the retail level will not be required to 
show a ‘‘best before’’ date until March 1, 
1978. In the meantime, these items will

If you do not understand the legal 
language of any contract offer to purchase 
etc., ask to be allowed to show it to your 
lawyer. The salesman, if he has nothing to” 
feel guilty about, should not object to this. 
If he does, he is not worth doing business 
with. Go somewhere else. 


show the date on which they were 
packaged, and a sign near the meat 
counter will give information on how long 
to store these items. : 
Durable life dating is not required for 
butter, or for fresh fruits and vegetibles. 
The date is a guide to the consumer as to 
how long the product can reasonably ve 
expected to remain at its peak of 
wholesomeness, taste, or nutritional v...ue, 
when stored under the proper conditioas. It 
is a guideline, and is not meant to be a 
uarantee or an ‘‘expiry’’ date. Since the 
food could still be edible after the “best 
before’’ date, the retailer is not required to 
remove stock from sale after the date has 
occurred. oN 
Durable life dating became law on 
March 1, 1976, as a regulation under the 
Food and Drugs Act. 


FUEL OIL -- COSTS 

We have been advised of fuel oil 
companies overcharging people who are 
unable to buy a full 200 gallons. In one 
instance a customer who could only afford 
50 gallons had to pay an extra $2.75, as it 
was “‘company policy’’. 

Our advise -- find another oil company. 
This smells of ‘‘rip off’’. 


Culling The Herd 


CALGARY: In the past 3 years most 
cattlemen have been ruthlessly culling 
poor performers, old cows, poor calvers 
and anything not worth its feed. Charolais 
breeders, affected by the same high feed 
costs and tough cattle markets, have been 
leading the way in herd improvement for

Ontario Provincial 


Park Facilities } 


Provincial parks include lands that have 
been designated primarily for public 
outdoor recreation. Most provincial parks 
have facilities for Swimming, picnicking, 
boating, camping and interpretation. The 
goals and objectives of provincial parks in 
Ontario are to plan, develop, manage and 
interpret a system of provincial parks and 
general outdoor recreation areas and 
facilities: In\ addition, some provincial 
parks preserve and interpret significant 
archeological, historical, and natural 
resource features. Provincial parks are 
operated exclusively by the province and 
use is generally of high intensity. Most 
provincial parks have camping fees sand 


“day ‘use fees. 


Provincial park reserves are areas that 
have been designated by the province, for 
eventual park development. The interim 
land management of a provincial park 
reserve is to maintain or improve ‘‘park”’ 
integrity, in preparation for future 
development. In appropriate situations 
park reserves are used to the benefit of 
other Ministry programs, for example, the 
Scugog Island Controlled Pheasant Hunt 
on Scugog Island Park Reserve. 

A conservation authority is a_ local 
automonous organization established 
under the Conservation Authorities Act. It 
is formed on the basis. of a_ natural 
watershed or group of watersheds as a 
result of local concerns for resource 
management provlems. Conservation 
Anthorities are affiliated with the Ministry 
of Natural Resources. Funding for the 
Conservation Authority is provided by both 
the provincial government and the local 
municipalities. 

Water raanagement has_ traditionally 
been the major objective of Conservation

Authorities and a wide range of projects 
have been undertaken to this end, 
including acquisition of flood-prone and | 
hazard lands, wetlands, forest lands and 
valley lands; as well as construction of a 
wide variety of water control structures 
such as dykes, channels, dams, and weirs. 
It is the responsibility of the Conservation 
Authority to ensure that all purchased 
properties which are unusual or have 
sensitive natural or cultural features be 
protected for the education and enjoyment 
of the public. Use of a conservation area 
varies according to what it is best suited 
for. Some conservation areas are geared to 
intensive recreation similar to a park with 
trails, swimming and some even have 
camping. Other conservation areas are 


_ preserved in a natural state with very little 


public use. Some conservation areas 
require admission fees, whereas others do 
not. 

Ther are 24 provincial wildlife areas 
distributed across southern Ontario, and 
Nonquon near Port Perry is one of them. 
These public lands are managed by the 
Ministry of Natural Resources to produce 
wildlife and wildlife-based recreational 
opportunities.

The rules governing misleading adver- 
tising' and deceptive dies practices 
are spelled out in the Consumers 
Investigation Act which is administered by 
Consumer and Corporate Affairs.

Recently, the provinces of the Act were

Penalties include proper sentences of up 
to five years or fines of $25,000 and prison 
sentences of one year for summary 
convictions.

If the 
Director feels there is a case for 
prosecution he turns the case over to the 
Attorney General who will wait the final 
decision,

TORONTO - The Ministry of Transport- 
ation and Communications has announced 
that new symbolized "‘NO LEFT TURN” 
and *‘NO RIGHT TURN” traffic signs will 
be in use in Ontario beginning April 1, 
1978. : 

The new signs, approved as Canadian 
Standards by the Council of Uniform 
Traffic Control Devices for Canada, will 
depict a red circle with a diagonal bar on a 
white (deciles indicating a turn‘in the 
direction of the black arrow is prohibited. 

Field tests carried out on behalf of the 
council revealed many drivers experienced 
difficulties with the double message signs 
(two arrow symbols) currently in use. 

As aresult, a majority of road authorities 
recommended all permissive double arrow 
symbol signs be replaced by the prohibitive 
symbol. - 

Replacement of the old symbol signs will 
be made on a maintenance basis with full 
replacement completed by March 31, 1980.

The 
location of precious metals fast becoming 
equal to or more important than iron in the 
total economy is a greater challenge. It 
won't be located by sitting on your butt or 
spending your surplus dollars in the sunny 
south. . 


After one look at the geological map, the | 


topographical map and the aeromagnetic / 
map of the Mount Moriah area, no one with 
a sense. of responsibility would suggest 
that it would be the first site for testing as a 
possible energy waste site. My own 
reactions were instantaneous and I see no 
reason to change them. In a matter of 
minutes I was talking long distance with 
D.S. Andrews in the recording office of the 
Dept. of Natural Resources. He referred 
me to Dr. Pye, head of Geological survey 
for Ontario and Dr. Balfour, another key 
figure in the same Dept. I wrote Dr. Pye 
‘nd got no reply. I phoned Dr. Balfour and 
he said, quote, ‘They will look around but 
they will not put it there.’’ Is the national 
debt not large enough without adding to it 
like that? 

Is it possible that the same men who 
complain so forcefully and bitterly against 
the end results. of the Deloro smelting 
project can now be fighting so hard for a 
project that in some future time could 
possibly make the disastrous results of the 
Deloro affair look like the beautiful roses in 
springtime. ‘‘Not so’’ some say.

New Liquor Store in Madoc 


We, as citizens of the village of Madoc, 
should be greatly concerned about the 
proposed Self-Serve liquor store that is 
intended for Madoc and_ surrounding 
areas. : 

The deal has been almost finalized and it 
seems as if there is nothing that the 
villagers can say or do against it, but start 
counting their dollars because taxes will 
probably sky-rocket. 

Madoc is a small village with an already 
suitable liquor store which serves the 
people to its fullest extent. We are in need 
of more important things than a new liquor 
store, especially since we already have one 
of those. : 

There are pro’s and con’s based one the 
proposed new establishment, but the con’s 
override the pro’s almost two to one. First 
of all, the location is not the most suitable, 
for a liquor store especially. The proposed 
site is located outside of the community, 
located right beside a cemetery and is on a 
very bad corner. This could be ‘the 
cause of many bad accidents, expecially at 
rush hour on a Friday, with all of the local 
drinkers wheeling in there to get their 
weekend supply. [he proposed site 1s said 
to be approximately one acre of land and 
the price is set at $25,000.

Each day my in-basket is filled with 
letters from constituents who are asking for 


assistance. The essential belief is that the 


Member of Parliament has the capacity 
and duty to help his citizens. In this column 
lam reversing-thé tradition to ask as many 
constituents as possible to assist me in 
completing a task to which I feel morally 
duty bound. This time I need you. 

The issue centers around a significant 
number of Canada Council- grants to 


support writers in the writing of literature, 


in Canada. Before outlining the problem, 
and why I need your help, | wouRd want it 
to be known that in general I support the 
principle of Canada Council grants. Every 
nation should encourage its budding 
talented writers in becoming well 
established in their field. 

Where I need your assistance, however, 
is in embarking on a mass protest to’the

I would want all citizens to recognize that 
my appeal is not for public censorship of 
literature but rather for the establishment 
of standards for which the taxpayer will 
lend public support for the publication of 
literature. Anyone who wants copies of this 
trashy literature for the purpose of 
mounting a campaign can do so by writing 
to my Ottawa office, House of Commons, 
Ottawa, Ontario.

Solar. energy could be a realistic 
alternative to fossil and nuclear energy on 
the farm, according to an American 
researcher. 

rofessor Gene Shove of the University 
of Illinois’ College of Agriculture told an 
audience of about 100 farmers at. the 
Quinte Farm Conference on Thursday 
Afternoon that solar energy has been 
successfully used to heat animal shelters 
and farm outbuildings as well as drying 
grain. 

Professor Shove, who has been working 
in grain drying and solar applications to 
grain drying for 25 years, showed a 
number of examples in the American 
midwest where solar heat experiments 
were being conducted on individual farms. 

Basically, the solar heat involved the 


‘direct use of walls and roofs as solar 


collectors. In a typical situation, a grain 
storage silo would be covered in ,dark 
(black or dark green) aluminum. steel or 
plywood. The layer of fibreglass, separated 
from the lower surface by a small distance 
to prevent heat loss, would be placed 
overtop. A fan or fans inside the building 
would keep the hot air--which the black 
surface was absorbing and_ radiating 
inwards- circulating. 

Professor Shove felt that for low-temper- 
ature corn drying systems and for areas 
where the absolute control of temperature 
was not necessary- barns and sheds for 
example- the simple methods he suggested 
were viable. ‘You couldn't use these 
systems to heat a house where you wanted 
to maintain the temperature at 70 degrees, 
but if you don’t care if the temperature is 
40, degrees once in a_ while, this is 
adequate’’ he said.

Professor Shove also indicated that he 
thought that solar energy would ultimately 
be a money saver. ‘We estimated that you 
could make back you investment in 6 to 8 


‘years. Some people are saying 3 to 4; at 


any rate it appears that we are dealing with 
something that will pay back in less than 10 
years. 

One grain drying system he described 
cost $6,000 to add solar panelling to the 
roof.of a building under construction. The 
heat rise inside the building, using only 
solar was 10 degrees- 15 degrees F on a 24 
hour basis (it went as high as 25 degrees). 
The farmer e¢stimated the investment 
would be paid back in 3-4 years. 

Professor Shove pointed out that solar 
heating is now being explored by the U.S. 
Government as a solution to the *‘energy 
problem"’. ‘'As the fossil fules run out over 
the next 30 or 40 years, we're going to need 
replacements. We have a lot of coal left; 
the environmentalists will have to let us go 
back to using coal. We'll have to use 
nutlear energy. But I don’t want to see 
nuclear plants dotted all over the country. 
And from the time that the nuclear plant is 
decided on until the plant is built it takes 15 
years. We have to start to tap the ultimate 
energy source- the sun’. 

Professor Shove also outlined other 
possible uses from one system- by putting 
water pipes in the floor, he said one could 
use the solar energy to heat the floor *‘and 
keep the rest of the building warm’; this 


“he said had been applied to concrete- 


floored garages and other buildings. 

As to the availability of information and 
or systems directly related to Canadian 
problems- Professor Shove admitted there 
was little information ‘‘You just have to 
keep on scratching’’ he said.

From A Teacher’s Diary 


I teach. I teach because of the 
satisfaction that comes from the job. It 
doesn't come every day or even every 
week. One of the frustrating things about 
teaching is that the small steps children 
make in getting somewhere are often 
difficult to. see. Sometimes it takes a long 
look over a oe period of time before 
much change cafi be seen. I suppose it’s 
not knowing when that feeling of success 
will come, and sometimes even if it will 
come that makes me keep teaching. 

Here are some of the things that can 
happen in my day and that of your child. 

It's 8:15 and I have about ten minutes 
before pupils start to arrive. -That gives 
me a few minutes to finish organizing. 
There are four spelling books I forgot last 
night. Will my pupils accept the fact that I 


forgot? Wil that affect their willingness to « 
work hard today if their books aren’t - 


marked? I'll try to get them done before 
nine -when the morning bell rings. If 
anyone has forgotten their homework what 
will I say ? 

The morning develops. In the late fall, 
the spelling programme the class had was 
individualized for six weeks. It allowed 
them to work at their own rate but with a 
target amount of work to be done. At the 
end of that time pupils were separated into 
groups. One group stayed on the 
individual programme and another smal- 
jer group worked according to a schedule 
specified by me. Some pupils seem to need 
more specific limits set, and respond more 
positively when they are set. They are like 
their schedule on the blackboard even if it 
means doing homework to keep up. 

After recess, in math, and_ uplifting 
experience for me and a pupil. Sarah 
finally had a complete set of division 
questions correct. After four weeks of hard 
work, at recess, at home and in minutes 
stolen between math groups, Sarah had 
some definite progress. Even if she felt the 
same frustration and discouragement it 
was washed away this morning as I wrote 
“Fantastice”’ in bold red below her work. 


» If her smile was any indication she felt as 


good as I did. 

Sometimes a child’s steps are so small 
they're hard to see. Iam lucky this year to 
have some pupils I taught two years ago in 
a lower grade. Then, my pricipal used 
some of the resources available in the 
county; another teacher and I received 
some training in applied psychology. 
There were no miracles, but two years 
later these same children don’t exhibit the 
same problems as often as they did. They 
work harder, and longer. I can see 
improvement in thier behavior. That's 
I wonder if their parents 


notice a change at home. I'd ask. but what 
would a parent think if I asked how their 


child’s behaviour had changed over the 


last two years? 

I worry about Bruce. What will happen 
to him? His behavioral problems are 
interfering with his learning. There are 
home problems. How much progress can 


I expect if his parents won't or can’t work 


with us? Where will he be or where could — 


he be in three years? 

I sent five pupils to the office today - for 
good work. Praise from the principal, they 
think it’s great. So do I. They really work 
to get there. ‘ 

Noon hour's hectic. Fifteen minutes to 


eat. Then I’m off to the gym to supervise 


intermural games. It’s a tiring and 
fime-consuming extra, but it is a very 


‘effective way to reach children and 


encourage their personal emotional grow- 
th. One thing disturbed me today. As I 
listened I heard Bill say, ‘‘Ron’s team will 
win. The teachers will see to that because 
he’s a suck.’ Was that accusation fair? I 
thought aboutit. No. Ron’s’not a suck - far 
from it. He is a fine athlete, but more 
important he knows how to teach and 
encourage his team so that they produce. 
So that’s not the problem. The problem is 
Bill’s. What is it? How can I get him to 
recognize it?: What can be done to remedy 
it? Should I even ‘‘waste my time with it?’ 
I decided, if he was my son [ would. 
One o'clock brings social studies. Pupils 
are interested. They are taking some 


basic presented information and are. 


questioning about it and around it. I 
question them urging them to hypothesize 
about what might happen. It’s been half 
an hour and Phil’s attention and 
participation have been great. Phil is 
defensive. Somwhere, he’s learned to 
show that he doesn’t care. He show he 


can't be hurt. But today I saw the real 
Phil. He even smiled a shy smile about a 
mistake he made. What will he have 
learned from me this year? 

Another teacher and I trade classes. | 
take that class for phys-ed. I marvel 
sometimes at how hard they work. They 
have a strong desire to succeed and do - 
well. They were great this period and I 
told them so - I also told them why. 
Children like to know what itis that they do 
that is good. 

Last recess ofthe day. It's refreshing to 
sitdown with some adults for ten minutes. 
I need a break. 

After recess my class has a brief library 


‘visit for bodd exchange. Then we have a 


half hour of silent reading - the material is 
the pupil's choice. At the start it was a 
battle. a time for ‘‘pleasure reading 
was. not only new. but actually 
seemed nonense to some pupils. For some 
it was the first time they actually had to 
find something that they wanted to read 
and stick with it. They seem to like silent 
pleasure reading now. I read too. I thought 
about doing some work but I believe 
children learn by example. Examples 
provided by me and their parents and other 
children. 


It's time for pupils to go home. I’m tired 


but-there’s still work to be done - marking 
form today, preparations for tomorrow. | 
have to phone some parents about their 
child's academic progress., How will they 
react? Would it make any difference it 
these parents knew that I care about 
where their child is and where he or she is 
headed? 

Well that’s part of my teaching day. I 
teach best with support and help. If I 
phone you tomorrow will you remember 
that I care about where your child is 
going?

With the beautiful sunny weather that we 
have been having in the past few weeks, 
everyone's thoughts have turned to spring. 
The snowmobilers are ee every 
ride to be their last, mothers are thinking 
_ of the spring cleaning-and all the mud that 
comes with spring and the fathers are 
probably checking the camping and 
fishing equipment to make sure that it is 
ready when the weather becomes nice 
enough. The children in school are 
starting to worry about their final exams, 


which are just around the corner, and what - 


they are going to do this summer. We are 
all waiting for the time when we can go ut 
without wearing all those heavy clothes, or 
when we can go out to the car and we don’t 
. have to scrape the windows or wonder if 
the car will start. 

This time of year, however, is probably 
one of the most exciting times and is 
certainly one of the more beautiful in the 
- woods. For those of us who have tapped 
before, this time between seasons holds 
many fond memories and even if most of 
us will not be tapping this year, we still 
become excited at the thought of all the fun 

_ we have had while makin maple syrup. 
Most of us forget the long hours of wading 
snow, the carrying of all that sap and the 
_disappointment and frustration when the 
buckets had to be dumped because of rain. 
We always remember the good feeling of 


putting in a good hard days work and . 


working with ‘people we like; we 
remember the long relaxing hours ol 
sitting in the ‘‘sugar shack‘‘, waiting for 
the sap to boil down to syrup and that sweet 
smell of sap that is well on the way to 
becoming syrup or we remember when all 
of our friends began to arrive and the 
syrup was ready to “take off’. This was 
‘the time that.everyone waited for with 
mouthwatering anticipation. |The hot 
syrup would be poured into. a container 
- while someone would go and look for a 
clean patch.of snow. Everyone would file 
out of the .ahanty behind the person 
carrying the syrup, and proceed to the. 
clean snow, which was not always easy to 
find at this time of the year. Slowly, the 
syrup would be poured over the snow. 
This quick cooling process would turn the 
syrup,to taffy and_ there would be a 
veritable stampede to be the first one to try 
the taffy. Half an hour later, everyone 
would be go sick of taffy that they would 
swear they would never eat it again or you 
would have a toothache that would 
convince you that you never wanted to eat 
anything sweet again. 


. 


e time of year is almost upon us again. 


Nowadays, people don’t tap in the same 
numbers as before and there is ‘much 


equipment now and° people have to 
work so hard and so long to earn a living 
that they can no longer take the time to tap. 
Also. indiscriminate cutting of wood has 
destroyed all but a very few of the sugar 
bushes so that they have become a rare 
and cherished commodity. The Madoc 
area is relatively lucky in that it has 
several fine producers of syrup and one of 
4 the largest producers in southern Ontario. 

Mr. Cyril Shaw is one of those lucky people 
who taps each year but who uses a 
different method, which reduces much of 
the hard work. He was the first person in 
Hastings County to use a pipeline to tap. 

Mr. Shaw likes to tape about 2,2UU trees 
each year, but he does not always get the 
time. This year, he is afraid that the warm 
weather will come before he is finished 


tapping and he will be forced to start 
boiling down before he gets that many 
trees tapped. If this happens. he can only 


hope that the sap only runs for a few days ° 


and then it gets colder and the sap Stops 
running. He would then get some time to 
do more tapping. 

Pipeline tapping has made tapping 
much easier after everything is set up but 
there are prdéblems with a pipeline that 
never arose with the buckets. When using 
the buckets, you had to walk to the tree and 
carry the sap back to the wagon. This step 
is eliminated with the pipeline. Now all 
you need is a storage tank that the sap can 
run into and all you have to do 1s make sure 
that the tank doesn’t overflow or that 


squirrels don’t chew holes in the line. With» 


the pipeline, however, you need to be very 
meticulous when you first wet the lines. 
You must try to use as little of the hose as 
possible plus, if you plan to re-tap the same 
bush each year, you should try to make a 
diagram of the lines and number each of 
the smaller hoses so that you can put them 
back in the same place next year. Mr. 
Shaw had to learn this the hard way but 
after the second year he kept a diagram 
and then concentrated on improving the 
layout of his hose in the following years. 
Now they have very little trouble with the 
organization of the hose lines; Mrs. Shaw 
feys all of the hoses out and Mr. Shaw 
follows her and drills the holes for the 
spiles and hooks up the hoses. 

It is extremely interesting to watch the 
procedure that the Shaws use to set up the 
sugar bush. They have been working in 
the bush since about the beginning of 
March and had around 800 trees tapped 
when I did the interview. Mr. Shaw said 
“It would be nice to be able to-know 
exactly when the sap-would begin to run so 
that you would always be ready for its: 
With the warm weather apparently 
coming early this year, it looks like the 
Shaws won’t have as many trees tapped 
as they would like. Mrs. Shaw has a 
blueprint of the way that the lines 
were strung last year so she takes a coiled 
and numbered line and lays it wherever it 
is supposed to go. Mr. Shaw then goes 
along with an electric drill(he carries a 
battery on his back) and drills the hole for 
the spile. When he is finished drilling the 
hole, he places a small white pill inside 
and then.inserts the spile. This pill helps to 
keep the sap running freely no matter how 
long it takes for the season to end. Cyril 
said that he has never had a hole or a spile 


clogged up since he started to use these 


pills, so it doesn’t matter if he sets the hose 
up and the sap doesn’t start to run until 
three weeks later. Each of these smaller 
extension lines hood into a bigger main 
line which éarries the sap to the storage 
tank. Mr. Shaw hoselines operate solely 
by gravity. There are air vents at certain 
intervals along the lines which force the 
sap through the lines. Needless to say, it 
helps if your bush is on a hill. There is a 
system that you hook a vacuum pump up to 
but this adds more expense to the 
operation which has to show up in the price 
of the syrup. Ihe Shaws figure that the 
price of syrup is high enough and are 
hoping that if there is a raise in price this 
year, it will be minimal. 

After they have completed setting u 
their pipelines, they will tap a small 
sugarbush with buckets if time allows. 
This year, they are hoping that the first run 
will not be too much so that they can store 
it and begin boiling when they have 
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: A storage tank sits at the bottom. of ‘the 
hill collecting sap from the various hoses. 


completely finished tapping. That way, 
Mrs. Shaw can stick strictly to boiling 
down and canning and Mr. Shaw can do 
the’'gathering. If things go as expected, the

have up to half a dozen hoses leading into 
taps. 


- Shaws will begin boiling sometime next 
week and we will continue this feature on 
that phase of their operation.

Mrs. Harkin was the guest speaker and 
her speech dealt mainly with the ‘hidden 
potential’’ of the average farm women. 
Mrs. Harkin felt that *‘...farm women are 
one of the richest untapped resources in 
North America.’’ She backed this 
statement up with a study done by Mr. 
George Pond, Professor of Agriculture 
Economics with the University of Minne- 
sota. The study was done in 1964 and was 
on the value of the farm wife. His report 
stated that a farm wife (if a good one) was 
worth $69,000 to the family farm 
enterprise. She said that if thirty-two years 
of inflation were added to this figure, the 
farm wife was priceless. 

Mrs. Harkin also felt very strongly that 
high food prices were being blamed on the 
farmers, -and that this was an error of 
ignorance on the everyday consumer's 

art. She stated that food prices have risen 
in porportion to the cost of living, but that 
food prices are not as high today as they 
were in the 1930’s. ‘‘In 1930, people spent 


. Teaching H 
} Since Teacher 


Teaching has come a long way! The early 
years saw all of the students in a school 
from grade one up to grade eight being 
taught in one classroom. For all the hard 
work that was involved in handling that 
many students in a confined area, a teacher 
still had to rely on the Board’s decision as 
to whether she got a raise or not. Often, 
they would be told that expenses had to be 
cut and they were going to begin with the 
teacher’s salary. At that time, as now, 
teachers were plentiful so if you wanted to 
keep your job, you did what the Board 
wanted or you were out of a job. Also, 
public image had a lot to do with how long 
you kept your job, regardless of whether 
you were a good teacher or not. Women, 
which the vast majority of teachers were at 
that time, were not allowed to get married 
while they were teaching, or wear such 
things as lipstick. They were expected to 
be of the absolute highest moral fibre and 
(forget the fact that they were human 
beings who occasionally did make 
mistakes. And all of this for less than 
$1,000 a year. ¢ 

The year 1918 was the year that all of 
this was to end and things were to begin 
improving for women ‘teachers. The 
Federation of Women Teachers Associa- 
tion of Ontario was formed that year and 
in 1944, membership became compulsory. 
The objectives of the federation were: to 
promote and advance the cause of 
education; 1) to raise the status of the 
teaching profession; 2) to promote and 
advance the interests of teachers and to 
secure conditions which will make possible 
the best professional service 3) to arouse 
and increase public interest in educational 
affairs and to co-operate with other 
teachers’ organizations throughout the 
world having the same or like objectives. 

The initial Federation was a little known 
group that had the support of the teachers 
even though they new very little about the 
organization and its functions. Most of the 
teachers knew they had to pay the dues 
,to belong to the Federation but that was 
the extent of their knowledge. Many of the 
women who were teaching at that time felt 
that the federation would eventually do the 
teaching profession some good, but they 
also knew that it would take a great deal of 
time and hard . work before anything 
substantial reached the everday country 
teacher. Most of. these teachers would not 
be expecting to make 4 lifetime career of 
teaching but would teach until they had to 
choose between teaching and marriage and 
would generally take the latter. Many ol 
their careers were shortlived because of

29 per cent of their income on groceries 
and in the the 1970's people spent as low as 
13 per cent.

It is interesting to notice the. social 
change of students from the primary 
division through the junior and intermed- 
iate divisions, even in physical education 
classes. 

The kindergarten child enjoys much 
individual actiyity, whereas the junior 
students are much more at east working 


_with their peers in small group situations. 


It is at this stage’ where team sports begin 
to play a stronger role in the physical 
education program. Some students benefit 
from the team situation at an earlier age, 
much, depending upon the development of 
their gross motor co-ordination and desire 
for competition. 

The characteristic of the younger child 
lean toward the need for amore exploratory 
and self-concept program.

Last Sunday, Mar.10, CBC ‘‘Country 
Canada’’ featured a documentary on two 
cousins; Don’ and Charles Honey, who 
jointly operate a dairy farm of 500 acres 
near Warkworth. This documentary was 
roduced and directed by Les Harris who 
ast year won an award for a film on- the 


- Ontario milk marketing board chairman, 


Geroge McLaughlin. 

The cousins who star in the documentary 
did not have to wait until Sunday to see the 
result of their two days’ work last fal, 
when Les Harris and his crew shot their 
every move from 5:30 a.m. until 9:30 or 
10:00 at night (250 minutes of film for only 
27 minutes of final showing time). 
Canadians across the nation watched the 
film at 1:30 p.m. Sunday, but the Honeys 
were invited to a private showing on Fri., 
Mar. 8, in~ the CHEX studios in- 


“Peterborough by producer-director Les 


Harris and station manager Bruce 
Anderson. I, too, was privileged as a 
representative of the press, to sit in on the 
show. 4 

It was 15 minutes past the appointed 
hour when, somewhat out of breath, | 
rushed in to CHEX and found Don, and 
Charles, Les Harris and his wife, Jane, and 
baby son Brett, still waiting, alon with 
Bruce Anderson. Les had brought his 
family along since he is kept so 
continuously busy on the road, it is only 
with such interludes he cafi find time to 
spend with them. ; 

He came to Canada from the BBC 18 
months ago when he was asked if he would 
do a farm documentary on George 
McLaughlin. Although only 31 he had 
made a name for himself in the BBC where 
he had spent nine years training to reach 
the professionalism he now achieves in his 
films and the CBC were anxious to obtain 
his services. He accepted the invitation to 
come to Canada; liked what he saw here, 
and decided to sta¥’. He is now a Canadian. 

Judging from the artistry and jewel-like 
quality of the film on the Honeys, in which 
he used the same technique as in his 


award-winning documentary, it is under- 


staiidable why he is tops in his field. 

So there were only six of us in the studio 
when we settled ourselves before a set and 
Bruce Anderson started the tape. 

The cousins were understandably. 
anxious to see how their days as TV stars 
had turned out and sat forward on the edge. 
of their chairs as the colorful autumn scene * 


around the Honey farm was displayed, and 


we heard the voices of Don and Charles 
commenting on their operation. Mr. Harris 
used no narration, preferring to allow the 
voices of Don and Charles explain what 


was taking place either as they talked in 


the film or as they made comments in 
conjunction with the shots. After the first ° 
few anxious moments the farmer TV. stars 
relaxed and followed the scene with 
pleasure as the film rolled smoothly along 
cutting in on various parts of their work, 
taking significant excerpts from their 
conversation and,tieing everything into a 
compact look at the day in the life of a 
farmer. They showed amazement, and at 
times a lot of hilarity. ‘I don’t know how 
you did it, Les’’, Charles kept repeating. i! 
have been worrying about some of the 
scenes. 1 wondered how you'd ever get 
anything out of all that shooting’. s 
or two days, the crew, consisting of Les 
Harris, his camera man and a sound man, 
had’ stayed overnight in Campbellford and 
shot film at the Honey farm during the day. 
The cousins chopped corn, plowed, dried 
corn, loaded the. drier, milked cows and 
peformed every job they were asked to do 
over and over until the producer was 
satisfied he had what he wanted. 

Charles was especially worried about 
whether some of the rather uncompliment- 
ary epithets he had hurled at some contrary 
cows had been left in. At one point where 
he hollered, ‘‘What's the matter with you, 
you bitch,’’ he shook his head and 
remarked, ‘‘I] was afraid of that’’. 

But for the most part nee were pleased 
and entertained. Don chortled at frequent 
intervals and was yes a amused when 
his wife, Lorraine, told how he had met her 
in a berry patch. And Charles moaned 
when he heard his own uncomplimentary 
remarks about Percy township roads. 

Don wondered how city people would 
feel about such a film, Les reassured him 
that he had made the film especially for 
the urban viewer and since. he himself 
knew little about farming and found the 
happenings of interest, he felt city people 
in general would too. The Honeys have, 
since the Sunday viewing, received 
complimentary phone calls from friends in 
Toronto, as well as much _ favorable 
comment from local farmers and towns- 
people. 

Throughout the film, the producer 
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John and Charles Honey on their 500 acre farm near Warkworth. 


mentioned various tricks he nad employed 
to gain effect. When the scene came on 
showing Charles climbing the outSide steps 
of the silo, Les leaned towards me and 
said, ‘‘] didn’t realize how high that was 
until I climbed it. The cameraman had his 
leg in a cast, because of a broken leg, and 
he was ahead of me. When we got near the 
top he had difficulty getting over into the 
silo and I very nearly lost my grip. I'd

Child n’s 


AN Easter Friend to talk to 


Most children will talk to themselves for 


hours when there is no one else around, 
but it is easy, quick and cheap to provide a 
life size friend to share make believe 
parties. The creation of the character will 
create lasting excitement and a companion 
to amuse every day. 


To make the character, first stuff a paper 
bag with newspaper, to make the head. Tie 
the paper bag around a toilet paper tube 
which. will be the neck, and add stuffed 
trousers or tights, joined with a piece of 
card board. Add the facial features with 
crayons, and wool for hair. 

For that Easter touch, add rabbit ears, a 
cute pink nose and a fluffy cotton tail. 

For another bunny idea, cut a bunny 
shape from paper. Allow the child to 
decorate the shape with one of these 
several abstract. design materials: 

Wool patterns - allow the child to cut up 
various lengths of wool and make wiggly 
patterns on the bunny 

Paper patterns - Glue on - different 
textures, colors, patterns, sizes of paper, 
eg. silver paper, tissue and toilet: paper, 
wall paper. 

Multiple scribble pattern - cover the 
bunny with a thick paint-glue mixture and 


scrape an edge of cardboard or a comb — 


through it. 
Eggs are a must 

Now is the time to collect egg shells. 
Give them a quick rinse under a tap, leave 
them to dry and you will find they make a 
versatile play material. 

Funny heads - drop the jaged edge of an 
epg shell into an ege cup and allow the 
child to mark on the facial features with a 
felt pen, Add wool for hair. Suggest gluing 
on a tie or a button or a shawl.

During the filming, the neighbours knew 
what was going on of course, as all good 
farm neighbours do, and were just as 
anxious as the Honeys to know when they 
could see the film about their part of the 
world, since it is the first time a farm in the 
county has been chosen for the Country 
Canada show. . 

Les Harris is a producer worth watching. 
He is now engaged in the agricultural field 
and with his excellent handling of farm 
stories, he may convince CBC brass to use 
such material in prime time. In fact, Don 
Barron, head of CBC TV, Agriculture and 
Resources, is thinking of putting the Honey 
film in a prime time spot. It will certainly 
run again some time in the next few 
months. So, if you missed ‘‘Milk n’ 
Honey’’ last Sunday, you'll have another 
chance to catch it later. 

Les said, one. characteristic of ‘this 
documentary which makes it different from 
most is the lack of controversy. It is just a 
nice look at what it’s like to work and live 
on a farm. But, as the Honeys have 


discovered from the accolades pouring in to . 


them, once in a while people like to relax 
and enjoy a film such as this without 
having to worry over problems. -

The Peterborough-Hastings Liason 
Industrial Committee is still pursuing its 
investigations of industrial alternatives - 
particularly of nuclear waste disposal site 
for the Marmora area.

Holloway Heights is a _ pleasant 
community in an unusually attractive 


setting. Once it sat on Highway 62, but’ 


now with the highway straightened out, it’s 
been bypassed. As a local commercial 
centre it once enjoyed some importance. It 
had a mill, a blacksmith shop, a general 
store. Now the blacksmith’s is a ruin, the 
mill stands empty and the store - the store 
still sits there waiting to be discovered. 
Historically, the store is interesting 
because it was the closest centre to the 
Madoc Junction. Here commercial travel- 
lers - quite a different breed from our 
present travelling salesmen, | would 
imayine - woul stop off the night before 


travelling on to Madoc. when the store was . 


first built - 122 years ago - the Madoc area 
was just opening up as a mining centre and 
the Holloway store was an _ important

days?| served their use. ~ 

The thirdy storey garret of the building 
served as hotel to the travellers’and, with 
the separate entrance, it must have been 
hospitable enough.

Remove the lower leaves from the 
cutting and dip the end in a fungicide such 
as Captan. Plant the cuttings about two 
inches deep and two inches apart in a 
six-inch flowerpot. 

Mr. Gomme advises using a soil mixture 
of course sand mixed with peat moss or 
vermiculite. Water the soil mixture 
throughly and place the container in a clear 
plastic bag under a lighting unit, or in a 
window protected from direct sunlight.

. Mr. Coons pointed out that careless and 
indiscriminate cutting of fuelwood at that 
time led to shortages of fuelwood that 
forced rural homes to turn to coal heating. 

‘‘Fuelwood is a partial answer to our 
future energy requirements,’’ Mr. Coons 
said. ‘‘However, to take full advantage of 
the renewable aspects of this great 
resource we must practice good forestry 
when. we harvest.’ 

Owners of hardwood woodlots can have a 

, sustained supply of fuelwood for home 
heating if they manage their woodlot 
properly, according to Mr. Coons. 

He said that with proper management a 
hardwood woodlot should produce up to 
one standard cord of fuelwood per acre per 
year. It would take from four to 12 standard 
cords to heat a house for the winter. 

The amount of wood required would 
depend on the sjze and insulation of the 
house, the species of wood, the severity of 
the winter and other possible factors. 

Mr. Coons pointed out that Ontario’ has 
millions of acres of forested land but only a 
small percentage is available for fuelwood 
use because fuelwood becomes expenses 
because of its weight and bulk when it has 
to be transported long distances. 

Therefore the cheapest heating with 
wood occurs whet the woodlot is close to 
home.

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- Dangers Of Garden Plants 


Vegetable Garden Plants: One is not free 
from worry in the vegetable garden, where 

. oddly enough various hazards are found. 
The potato is very closely related to black 
nightshade and other nightshades. which 
contain poisons in the vines and leaves. 
Normal, healthy potato tubers are 
harmless even when eaten —in great 
quantities ‘but there is some danger in the 
green “sunburned” spots of the potato 
‘tubers which have grown at the surface of 
the ground. in sprouts, and in, rotting 


potatoes. These .should be removed and 
discarded as rotted potatoes should not be 
fed to animals. 

The most dangerous plant found in the 
vegetable garden 1s rhubarb because 
persons occasionally use the leaf blade for 
food. The stalk of the leaf, usually used as 
food. is harmless but the blade contains 
acids highly toxic in large amounts. Mans 
human deaths have occurred from using 
rhubafb blades for: food. and they are 
equally as poisonous, to swine.

Ontario's soft drink industry has made a 
commitment to put 75 per cent of its 
‘provincial pop sales in environmentally 
beneficial refillable bottles by December 
31, 1979, Environment Minister George R. 
McCague told the Legislature recently. 


' He explained that the commitment by 
the industry to a 75-25 ratio in favor of pop 
* Lin refillable bottles is linked to adjustments 

made to Ontario’s program to contro} soft 
drink containers. This includes a change in 
the Province’s previously-announced ban 
on non-refillable bottles. | 

A total ban on the sale of soft drinks in 
non-refillable bottles in Ontario was 
scheduled to go into effect on April 1, 

1978. 

Mr. McCague told the Legislature, he 
h- modified the regulation to restore 
equity to the glass industry. : 

- While the 300 mi non-refillable bottle 
- will still be banned as of April 1, soft drinks 

in the bar-size (200 ml) split and in two 
family sizes (750 ml and 1.5 litres) may be 
offered for sale in non-refillable bottles. 
/Mr. McCague said the amended 
regulation also requires equal ‘display 
space for 300° ml refillable bottles whever 
soft drinks in cans are sold. Similarly, 
refillabel family sizes of pop must get equal 


display space wherever used 750 ml’ 


and-or 1.5 litre sizes of non-refillable 
bottles are sold. : 
These changes are based on the 
industry’s commitment to a 75-25 per cent 
ratio for refillable versus non-refillabel 
sales, Mr. McCague said. ‘“‘My Ministry 
will monitor industry records and 
rformance to ensure this ratio in favor of 
refillable bottles is met and maintained.”’ 
He added that, as part of this voluntary 
program, the industry will discontinue all 
sales promotion activity for carbonated soft 


* 


drinks in non-fétillable containers, includ- 


ing cans, and has already launched a > 


consumet advertising campaign to educate 
_ the public on the benefits of refillable 
containers. 
‘ QOntario’s soft drink container program 
has resulted in a significant increase in the 
use of refillable bottles. ‘‘It earned an 
estimated 60 per cent share of the market 
during the last months of 1977 as compared 
to about’35 per cent during the saine period 
in 1975,’’ said Mr. McCague. me 
But ‘these two measures in Ontario's 
original program intended to consolidate 
and improve on these gains have not gone 


ahead, he said -- the ban on, all ~ 


non-refillable pop bottles-and the proposed 
five cent tax on pop cans. . : 

‘In family-size containers; he will have 
at least an equal choice between refillable 
and non-refillable bottles. And finally, he 
- will not be subjected to any advertising or 
promotion urging the consumer to buy soft 
drinks in throwaway containers’’, he said. 
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It isn't often I get hopping mad at the major news- . 


papers or magazines in this country but our copy of the 
Reader's Digest arrived today with that story entitled 
Time to End the Food Monopoly, a criticism of market- 
ing boards. 

' | have never met the author. Douglas Small, but I'll 


" be willing to bet a buck or two that he talked to darned 


few farmers when he penned that piece. It has always 
been a good idea for journalists to get both sides of a 
story. When you only want to present one side, it ‘is be- 
coming increasingly popular these days to forget about 
being fair. : ; 

It is just too bad that this story will be read by millions 
of Canadians, especially city slickers sitting in their com- 
fortable livingrooms who will nod sagely that The Digest 
has hit the nail. ; : 

The article quotes from a couple of secret reports, one 
of which is far from secret and has been shot down by 
the Canadian Federation of Agriculture as being biased. 

Some of the criticisms — and no defense is offered — 
of marketing boards, are that food costs are driven up. 

The article suggests that marketing boards ‘‘drive™ 
prices up by 33 per cent if they were being sold in a com- 
petitive world market. Such misleading information de- 
serves to be refuted. Marketing boards have increased 
the cost of food, no question about it, but it is probably 
closer to three per cent and that is far from a high price 
to pay to market a product properly. How many other 
industries can boast of such a low cost for administration 
and advertising? — 

But the fact remains that few, if any, agricultural pro- 
ducts are sold on the open world market. Every develop- 
ed country in the world has set up artificial barriers to 
prevent farm products from moving freely across borders. 
And Canada has the lowest protection record of any coun- 
try. If farm products. were sold in a competitive, free 
market, the criticism might be valid. 

‘The article also says chicken prices in Canada were 25 
cents a pound higher than in the U.S. True, they were, at 
one time. But they aren't now. 

‘It simply amounts to this: In the U.S.; a one per cent 
surplus can flood the Canadian market and Yankee farm- 
ers have no qualms about sending that surplus over here 
to break our market. Canadian farmers had to organize 
to protect themselves. 

What about food prices in Canada? Take a look, my 
friends. It has been said, ad nauseum in this column, 
that Canadians eat better food and get it cheaper than 
any other nationinthe world. - 

How can marketing possibly. be accused of driving the 
price of food high when statistics prove otherwise?

Whether you believe it or not, Canadians spend less than 
18 cents of their disposable income dollar on food — less 
than any other nation in the world! 

Want more proof? Let me quote Lorne Almack, an 
industrial engineer and a management consultant with 
Price Waterhouse Associates in Toronto: 

“If you were a citizen of West Germany. you would 
work one hour and three minutes to buy a, pound of sir- 
loin steak: an Englishman has. to work oné hour and eight 
minutes: a Frenchman one hour and 20 minutes: an 
Italian one hour and 27 minutes: but the Canadian worker 
can have his pound of steak in return for 27 minutes of 
labor. : 

‘Canadian farmers compete with every primary food 
producing ‘country in the world yet.they enjoy only minis- 
cule tariff protection. The effective tariff for textiles is 
over 25 per cent: for knitted goods almost 34 per cent: 
for furniture 20 per cent; for chemicals 10 per cent. By 
contrast, basic agriculture’s effective tariff amounts to 
a ludicrous half of one per cent. / 

‘Supply management (that which is practiced by some 
marketing boards) is simply planning and control. a vital’ 
function in any modern business. If General Motors can- 
not sell its automobiles it cuts back on production and 
lays off employees and is subsidized by the Unemploy- 
ment Insurance Commission, a luxury not afforded to 
farmers. © = 

I could go on to refute many of the points made in the 
Digest story but space does not permit it. What the story 
in the magazine fails to point out is that farmers were 
forced into organizing by the huge conglomerates that 
sometimes advertise in the Reader's Digest. 

These huge conglomerates that consolidated their holds 
on the food chain after the Second World War can be al- 


‘most counted on the fingers of one hand. They control so 


many companies along the food chain that farmers were 
forced to work toegether to get a fair price for their pro- 
ducts. 

These huge food chains control everything — the ship- 
ping, the processing, the packaging, the wholesaling, the 
retailing, everything — from the time the product leaves 
the farm gate until it gets to the table. 

No single, individual could possible compete. So market- 
ing boards were legislated into being: legislated. I said. 
which means they are absolutely above board and le- 
gal. Some are imperfect, some deserve to be criticized 
and I have criticized them. But to indict the whole con- 
cept and philosophy of orderly marketing in one mass 
circulation magazine makes one wonder why, doesn't it?
